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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues "Adelman fails to teach sending 
a response to a keepalive message where the response includes an indication of a load-based keepalive period, for use by the recipient 
client to determine when to send a next keepalive message." page 3. Applicant also argues " the Examiner did not establish or even allege 
that Adelman teaches the claim function of sending a response to a keepalive message where the response to the keepalive message 
includes an indication of a load-based keepalive period." Page 4. Examiner respectfully disagrees. Adelman teaches calculating adaptive 
keepalive period based on the received client keepaive message (col. 8, lines 20-23 and col. 13, lines 20-41). Adelman also teaches 
"Each client includes a sequence number in its "client keepalive" packet. When the master gets this keepalive packet for client "x" he 
makes the following calculations: (1) S.sub. .DELTA. =[this sequence number]-[last sequence number]-1... The resulting value of "n" is 
the adaptive keepalive interval which the master then sends to all of the cluster members to use in determining how often they are to send 
their "Client keepalive" message."(Col. 13, lines 42 to col. 14, lines 13). Adelman clearly meets Applicant's argued limitation. 
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
